Although the major league baseball seas­ 
on Is not yet a third completed, it has already 
been demonstrated In both leagues that base­ 
ball fans will be treated to two exceptional 
pennant races in 1954. This was not the case 
last year, when the New York Yankees and 
Brooklyn Dodgers wrapped up pennant honors 
relatively early In the season.

Though unwise to make baseball predic­ 
tion at this early stage of the season, we go 
on record as saying the pennant races this year 
will be close ones, and that the decision in each 
league will probably not come until late Sep­ 
tember.

In the National League, when the season 
was one-fourth completed, only two games 
separated the first and seventh place clubs. 
This li an exceptional situation, proving there 
are1 a number of strong teams competing for 
pennant honors.

In the American League there'have been 
at least two surprisingly strong showings 
which should stimulate Interest in that league. 
The Baltimore* Orioles have proved stronf/er 
than last year's St. Louis Browns and the 
Detroit Tigers have been one of the ' early- 
season surprises of tfte league. The Boston 
Red Sox and Washington Senators have not 
played up to expectations but the season is 
still young and their records will probably Im­ 
prove.

Neverless. It appears that Chicago, Cleve­ 
land and, possibly, Detroit andoBoston will 
give the Yankees competition in the American 
League pennant race. In the National League,

any one of a number of teams could win the 
flag. St. Louis, New York, Philadelphia, Mil­ 
waukee, Brooklyn,. and even Cincinnati are 
showing signs of causing the favored   Dodgers 
(rouble. Altogether, it looks like a good base­ 
ball year for 1964, and we are not so sure that 
the World Series will once again, this year, be 
a subway series as was predicted In March.

Who's For'Monsters
The long-debated question whether sea mon­ 

sters roam the depths of the Atlantic and 
Pacific, and all oceans, may be resolved In the 
next few years. This Is Indicated bj* major 
discoveries being made by scientists now 
making their way all the way to the bottom 
of the seas In experimental dives.

The divers are using recently built submers­ 
ible craft of the type In which two Frenchmen 
recently set a new diving record. Professor 
Theodore Monod, director of the French Insti­ 
tute of Dakar, recently submerged to a depth ' 
of 4,500 feet in the Atlantic, reaching the bot­ 
tom off Dakar.

Professor Monod reports that he found a 
new and larger species of crab, hitherto un­ 
known to the world. The new crab has a shell 
which measures some twenty inches In di­ 
ameter.

As scientists continue to delve deeper into 
the depths of the oceans no doubt they will 
discover new creatures of the sea, and perhaps 
they may discover the answers to strange re­ 
ports from sailors over the years, telling of 
mysterious creatures obscjrved at sea. The 
world has. waited many years for the answers.

Safety in Automobiles Consumer Credit Down
Testing organizations continue to tell the 

American buying public1 that American auto­ 
mobile manufacturers are not giving sufficient 
attention to safety considerations. In thorough 
and scientific tests it has been demonstrated 
that several simple changes in automobile 
body structure could save many lives, and prc 
vent many disfigurations annually.

One of the safety features which could 
easily be Installed in automobiles is an over 
head brace, or roll bqr, as racing drivers call 
it, which would prevent the root of automo 
biles from caving in If they turn over. Al- 
thoug we are aware, of the fact that automo­ 
biles are not built to be turned over, the fact 
Is that a number of them are turned over 
every day of the year. And in these accidents 
an unnecessary number of drivers and passen­ 
gers lose their lives because the roof caves in 
and crushes the occupants.

Another safety factor which most auto­ 
mobiles should include Is safer braking. Most 
analytical tests prove that the type of brakes 
used on a vast majority of U.S.-bu!lt automo­ 
biles loses^lts efficiency when brakes afe ap­ 
plied over a sustained application.

Another safety device which would prob­ 
ably save more lives than any other ,thtng, 
and certainly prevent more permanent disfig­ 
urations, Is the safety-strap. Safety-straps 
should be worn by all those who are going to 
do prolonged high-speed driving. Every respon­ 
sible test ever made proves .that safety straps 
protect occupants and the driver from what 
might be a fatal Injury In a large percentage 
of automobile accidents. Another safety factor 
which could be more carefully considered by 
manufacturers Is weight distribution, the Im- 

' proper distribution of which causes skids, and 
therefore many accidents.

Consumer credit outstanding in the United 
States at the .end of 1953 had reached a total 
of almost $29,000,000,000. The greatest In­ 
creases had occurred In 1952 and 1953, when 
consumer credit rose at a sharp rate.

Since the beginning of 1954, however, con­ 
sumer credit has fallen off. In the first two 
months of the year, It dropped some $1,400,- 
000,000, bringing the total for the nation down 
to $27,500,000,000. That represents the lowest 
consumer credit total for the United States 
since the summer of last year.

The decrease In consumer credit Indicates 
the buying public Is exercising caution because 
of the current recessionary period, and rein­ 
forces the arguments of many economists that 
the public generally adds moss to a rolling 
recessionary stone by tightening up Its spend­ 
ing In periods when defense spending slackens . 
and there Is a general readjustment.

If the economy was to be manipulated In a 
more all-inclusive manner, the government 
would stimulate and encourage the increase- 
of consumer credit (which consumes goods), 
when the nation needed this business most.

As the economy now works, the reverse 
seems to be true. In the last two years, when 
defense spending was creating a boom and 
when there was an Inflationary tendency, the 
American buying public Increased consumer 
credit at a record pace. Now, with defense 
spending leveling off, and with a mild defla­ 
tionary trend, consumer credit Is down.

While some of this decrease may be caused 
by the larger number of jobless Americans, at 
least part of It Is attributed to the restraint 
being shown by many buyers who believe 
prices are now coming' down and will be lower 
and lower. »

It's Your Country

The High question
FLIMSY EXCUSE: One ques­ 

tion to which a great many 
Americans would llko to have 
an open and unequivocal an­ 
swer Is what ffe really behind 
the Army-McCarthy hearings? 
Those who have witnessed the 
full televised spectacle thus 
far must surely realize that 
charges concerning the treat­ 
ment of one G. David. Schlnn 
are nothing more than a flim­ 
sy excuse for moves of a far 
more sinister purpose against 
the chairman'of a legally con­ 
stituted subcommittee of the 
United States Senate.

THb attempt of Army Sec­ 
retary Slovens and others to 
build a case around the 
charge of "preferential treat 
mcnt" sought for one private 
in the Army is, on the face of 
It, silly, ridiculous, and child 
Ish. No evidence has yet been 
offered to show that preferen­ 
tial treatment was sought for 
Private Schine.

On the contrary, a great deal 
of evidence has been introduc­ 
ed proving that what actually 
was sought for this soldier 
was considerable extra work, 
in addition to his Army du­ 
ties, for the benefit of a Sen­ 
ate subcommittee. It has been 
made clear that Schine was to 
be given passes which would 
not interfere in any way with 
his regular Army training, but 
which would permit him to 

, work for the subcommittee dur­ 
ing, tlipe normally used by sol­ 
diers for personal and recrea­ 
tional activities.

UNJUSTIFIED FARCE: Even 
If Private Schine had been 
granted a permanent furlough 
for the purpose of continu­ 
ing his work as a special In­ 
vestigator for a U. S. Senate 
subcommittee engaged in un- 
oarthlng Communists and sub­ 
versives, no crime would have 
been committed, the national 
security would have been en­ 
hanced rather than endangered, 
and certainly the executive 
b r a n ch of the government 
would not have been justified 
in using that as art excuse for 
tying up the work of th I s 
very Important subcommittee. 

For a Secretary of the Army, 
his chief counselor, and high 
ranking Army officers to re­ 
peat gravely under oath the 
unofficial remarks, often only 
hearsay, of a young man who 
have no possible control or 
power over the Army, and to 
use such alleged remarks as 
a basis for the charge of "mis­ 
treatment" of the Army, or of 
"preferential treatment" sought 
for a private in the Army, Is 
an insult to the dignity of the 
'Senate subcommittee hearing 
the case and to the intelli­ 
gence of the American peo­ 
ple.

It Is, therefore, nothing short 
of a farce for representatives 
of a department of the exe­ 
cutive branch of the govern­ 
ment to continue with the pre­ 
tense that their charges were 
motivated by requests made 
for preferential treatment of 
Private Schine, or by alleged 
remarks or threats made by 
people who have no jurisdic­ 
tion over'the Aitny.

THE GUILTY PROTECTED: 
Because of Mr. Elsenhower's 
secrecy edict, we may o*nover 
learn the real motivation nor 
the Identity of the people be­

hind the charges brought by 
Secretary Stevens and others. . 
But one thing it perfectly ob­ 
vious -- the actual reason tor 
these ridiculous, lengthy, ex­ 
pensive, and wasteful hearings 
is not G. David Schine. It !  . 
equally obvious that no re­ 
marks by Privato Shine, or by 
Senator McCarthy's legal as­ 
sistant, Roy Conn, made either 
in jost or in anger, could pos-. 
sibly have been the real basis 
ft* the charges brought bySte- 
vons and others.

ilust as we must look farther 
than David Schino and Roy 
Cohn for the real motivation, 
so must we look farther up 
the line than Robert Stevcns 
and John Adams for the real 
instigators of the charges 
against Senator McCarthy and 
his staff. .

Certainly everyone in this 
country who can hear and read 
knows by now that the work 
of Senator McCarthy and his 
staff, until stopped by the   
current hearings, had to do '. 
with the disclosure of Com­ 
munists and subversives. Most " 
people also know that the 
Communist, left wing, interna­ 
tionalist, and ultra-liberal ele­ 
ments In this country have 
boon and are violently opposed 
to Senator McCarthy and want 
his invostigative work discon­ 
tinued. The Communist Party 
says so; fellow travelers say 
so; the Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action say so. This give* 
us quite a large group of peo­ 
ple who have a clear and deft- 

f Qltc ceaspn for wanting to stop 
McCarthy.

STRAWS IN THE WIND: 
The reasons why the present 
executive branch of our gov­ 
ernment should also be des­ 
perately anxious to stop Mc­ 
Carthy ar« not quite so clear 
That such reasons do exist, _, 
however, Is no secret. The 
President, the Vice-President, i 
and others high In the Admin­ 
istration have repeatedly, made - 
oblique attacks upon McCar- ; 
thy and have attempted, usual­ 
ly by innuendo or Indirect ro, 
fercnce, to discredit him. What- : 
ever the occasion, whatever the ' ' 
controversy, the President and 
important members of his ad- . 
ministration haw been quick 
to side against McCarthy. 
There is a reason for this, a , 
reason not. now clear. :

It could be that McCarthy's 
investigations were coming too ; 
close to the executive office*) <  
for comfort, or too close t» 
friends and cronies of people 
In the executive branch. It 
could be that the real rea- 
son may extend evon beyond 
McCarthy and take In, uljl- 
mately,, all Congressional in-- 
vvsllgatlng committees, parti­ 
cularly those concerned with 
Communism or subversion.

It also soenij quite possible 
that the executive branch of 
the government wants morn 
power for Itself and its mili­ 
tary department and less pow­ 
er for the Congress. There 
have been recent Indications of 
this all straws In the wind, 
but all blowing In the same 
direction.

When considered together 
these possibilities take on th*   
stature of probabilities, and all 
of us should give them though- : 
ful consideration If we wish 
to avoid being washed further 
down the internationalist drain.
